Xusro  II  was  the  most  ambitious  and  warlike  of  the  Sassanid  monarchs.  He 
attacked  the  Byzantine  Empire,  capturing  Jerusalem,  from  which  he  carried  away 
the  “True  Cross,”  and  overran  virtually  all  the  Byzantine  eastern  provinces.  In  a long 
and  brutal  war,  Heraclius  ravaged  the  Sassanid  Empire  until  Xusro  II  had  to 
withdraw  to  his  own  kingdom.  There  Xusro  II  was  overthrown  by  a coup  and  peace 
was  made  with  the  Byzantines,  which  included  the  return  of  the  Cross,  but  both 
empires  were  left  too  weak  and  exhausted  to  oppose  effectively  the  expansion  of 


the  new  religion  which  had  just  appeared  on  the  scene:  Islam.

THE  QQLDEN  TRADE  DINAR  QF  ETHIOPIA 
One  of  the  first  trade  coins  was  struck  in  Ethiopia  around  1100  AD  for  use  in 
trade  with  the  Arabic  and  Jewish  merchants  in  Yemen,  just  across  the  Red  Sea  in 
Asia.  Following  the  demise  of  the  Christian  Axumite  kingdom  in  Ethiopia,  barter  was 
the  primary  form  of  trade  within  the  region,  but  some  form  of  currency  was 
necessary  for  dealing  with  the  Yemenites.  The  coin  which  was  produced  to  serve 
this  purpose  was  an  imitation  of  the  contemporary  Yemeni  gold  dinar  of  Ali  bin 
Muhammad  minted  at  Zabid,  struck  in  pale  gold.  Two  hundred  years  later  the 
Venetian  ducat  became  the  standard  gold  trade  coin  for  the  area,  and  local 
imitations  of  this  coinage  were  also  produced.  No  other  coins  were  struck  in  Ethiopia 


for  over  700  years.

The  Bisaltae  were  an  indigenous  tribe  who  controlled  the  territory  bounded  by  the 
River  Axios  on  the  west  and  the  River  Strymon  on  the  east.  After  the  Persian  Wars 
they  passed  under  the  power,  or  at  least  the  influence,  of  the  great  Macedonian  king 
Alexander  I (494-451  BC).  The  Bisaltic  coinage,  mostly  known  in  impressively  large 
denominations,  employs  types  similar  to  those  of  Alexander,  only  executed  with 
more  vigor  and  less  polish.  Artistic  considerations  led  earlier  scholars  to  regard  the 
Bisaltic  coinage  as  very  archaic,  certainly  prior  to  Alexander’s  coinage,  but  hoard 
evidence  now  places  it  in  the  second  quarter  of  the  fifth  century.

The  excessively  rare  tetradrachm  of  the  Carian  dynast  Mausolus  features  a dual 
representation  of  Zeus.  On  the  obverse  appears  Zeus  Osogoa,  the  principal  god  of 
Mausolus’  new  capital,  Mylasa.  The  distinctive  attributes  of  Zeus  Osogoa  are  the 


eagle  and  a trident.  A crab  hangs  from  the  trident  in  some  depictions  of  the  god,  but 
is  not  apparent  here.  Zeus  Osogoa  is  paired  with  Zeus  Labraundios,  who  was  to 
become  the  standard  tetradrachm  reverse  type  of  Mausolus  and  his  successors. 
The  association  of  these  two  forms  of  Zeus  recurs  on  silver  coins  of  Mylasa  in  the 
second  century  B.C.  (Akarca,  Mylasa,  10)  and  again  on  Greek  imperial  bronze  of 
the  city  struck  under  Marcus  Aurelius  (SNG  von  Aulock  8115).

The  sestertius  of  Britannicus  was  rated  by  Cohen  and  Gnecchi  as  the  most 
valuable  of  all  Roman  bronze  coins,  including  bronze  medallions.  Up  to  1984  only 
12  genuine  specimens  of  thissestertius  had  been  recorded,  9 with  portrait  left  as 
our  coin,  and  3 with  portrait  right:  see  Id.  M.  von  Kaenel,  Britannicus,  Agrippina 
Minor  and  Nero  in  Thrakien,  SNR  63,  1984,  pp.  129-133.  Ours  is  a new  specimen 
from  the  same  dies  as  von  Kaenel's  no.  7,  pl.  20.  Mattingly  in  BMCRE  II,  p. 
IXXviii,  regarded  the  sestertii  of  Britannicus  as  a commemorative  issue  produced 
by  Titus  in  80  AD,  but  von  Kaenel  shows  that  they  were  in  fact  probably  struck  in 
Thrace,  perhaps  at  Perinthus,  towards  the  end  of  Claudius'  reign,  along  with  very 
rare  sestertii  and  middle  bronzes,  of  Agrippina  Jr.  and  of  Nero  as  Caesar.  At 
Rome  itself  no  coins  were  struck  for  Britannicus,  for  he  was  pushed  out  of  the 
succession  when  Claudius  executed  his  mother  Messalina,  married  Agrippina  Jr., 
and  finally  adopted  Agrippina’s  son  Nero,  who  wa  four  years  older  than 
Britannicus.  Nero  alone  was  proclaimed  emperor  after  Claudius'  death  in  October 
54  AD,  and  fearing  Britannicus  as  a rival  he  had  him  poisoned  four  months  later.

Roman  Marble  Zeus  on  Mount  Ida;  1st  Century  AD.  Mount  Ida,  a range  of  Mysia, 
in  A9ia  Minor,  was  often  celebrated  in  Classical  mythology.  The  Rape  of 
Ganymede,  The  Judgement  of  Paris,  & the  place  where  the  gods  watched  the 


battles  in  the  plain  of  Troy,  are  just  a few  of  the  events  which  took  place  at  this 
famous  site.  Most  importantly,  Mount  Ida  was  associated  with  the  worship  of 
Zeus,  the  greatest  of  the  Olympian  gods.  As  the  story  is  known,  Zeus  was  hidden 
at  birth  by  his  mother  Rhea.  Cronos,  the  youngest  of  the  Titans  and  Zeus'  father, 
swallowed  his  children  immediately  after  birth.  In  anticipating  Cronos’  actions, 
Rhea,  overwhelmed  with  the  grief  of  losing  her  child,  hid  Zeus  in  a cave  on  Mount 
Ida.
